So  many  of  the  rare  varieties  sell  out  early  in  the  season 
that  it  is  an  advantage  to  place  orders  early  enough  to  get 
an  assurance  of  delivery.  At  this  time  I will  quote  prices 
on  ‘‘Divisions”  only,  but  I probably  Avill  be  able  to  deliver 
full  sized  roots  on  many  varieties.  However,  as  I prefer  to 
make  three  people  happy  Avith  divisions  rather  than  just 
one  with  a whole  root,  I Avill  offer  divisions  first. 

I have  over  nine  hundred  Amrieties  of  Peonies,  and  there 
are  probably  more  than  six  hundred  of  them  Avhich  I will 
never  list,  as  I AAmnt  to  sell  only  the  very  best. 

Peony  Enthusiasts  are  invited  to  visit  my  garden  to 
study  these  nine  hundred  varieties  Avhich  Avill  all  be  found 
properly  named  and  coiiA^eniently  arranged.  It  will  please 
me  to  have  your  comments  on  varieties  in  my  garden  which 
are  not  listed,  as  it  is  possible  that  I have  OA^erlooked  a few 
Amrieties  which  should  be  gHen  a wider  distribution.
